•Mil an issue of RADIANS 'KA UKRAINA of October 5, 1960, p.4. in anVticle by 
iVEysiuk under the title "Cursed by the People" we find the following passage: "But 
idle are the hopes and expectations of those despicable hirelings. Soviet Ukraine is 
marching forward in seven-league steps, and the Lebeds and Mel'nyks and those that 
go with them will never be able to understand this. Let them bark on their garbage 
dumps, that's what dogs are for. Let them dream of a new war, but not they will de- 
cide it. The nations of the world will push the rotten stump off the road and will march 
on toward a better future. " 

Again in the issue of RADIANS 'KA KULTURA of October 9, 1960, p.4. in an article 
by OlvMazurkevych under the title "Mr.Diefenbaker's Right-hand Men, " we find passage 
memioning Ukraine *ka Literaturna Hazeta of Munich. The passage reads: "The editor 
of the Department of Literature — ftrfsherekh, is the racist Shevelov who had been show- 
ing off in the pro-fascist Munich "Ukrainian Literary Gazette." There is no need to dis- 
cuss the other authors, they are all "Ukrainian experts". . .
